® California Orange Marketing Agreement Terminated 


® No New Residue Tolerances Set As Yet by FDA

HERE'S lots of talk about the 

need for marketing agreements in 
the apple industry, particularly among 
those who are not actively engaged in 
farming and would not be affected if 
Uncle Sam were to police the activi 
ties of each grower 

Yet, almost unnoticed in the agri 
cultural press and completely ignored 
by the daily press nationally, the Sec 
Agriculture has just termi 
nated the California marketing agree 


retary ot 


ment by means of which, for more 
marketing of 
oranges was carried out on a volume 
pro rata basis. In short, each pack 
ing house was told each week how 


than a decade, the 


many boxes of oranges it could ship, 
and this served to stabilize the price 
of the fruit 

The marketing agreement on Cali 
fornia oranges was the second such 
agreement set up after the marketing 
act was passed back in the ‘30's. Vir 
tually all growers in that area seemed 
to favor it his Order No. 2 was 
extended again and again through the 
years, becoming Order No. 66 before 
the end came 

But prosperity came to the nation 
Growers became more and more con 
vinced that they ought to be able to 
market their crop when and where 
they pleased 
favored a marketing agreement among

Valencia growers several months ago 

The USDA recognized that it had 
one of two choices to make: Either 
institute controls that, in effect, would 
make possible the dictation of how 
many oranges a citrus farmer could 
market, or terminate the agreement 
Secretary of Agriculture Brannan, 
realizing that this was no time, politi- 
cally speaking, even to think of hav 
ing to tell citrus growers how gnany 
oranges they could grow or pick, chose 
to terminate the agreement 

\re apple growers ready to give up 
their freedom of choice of what to 
market? The citrus growers, who 
tried such self-imposed controls for 
years with more or less success, appar 
ently choose no controls to full con 
trols. Students of government could

experience. One control 
always leads to another—or it causes a 
revolt that throws off all controls 
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JUST when the long-awaited residue 
tolerances to be promulgated by the 
Food and Drug Administration will be 
forthcoming 1s still a matter of con- 
jecture among fruitmen in Washing- 
ton. No one knows why so much time 
has been allowed to slip by since the 
hearings were ended more than a year 
and a half ago, but it seems likely that 
the new tolerances will not be ready 
for announcement before the begin 
ning of this growing season 


A PROFUSION of fragile pink and 
white blossoms on grey-barked wood, 
draped like a necklace around a body 
of blue water. That is the description 
given here of the Japanese cherry 
blossoms in bloom around the Poto- 
mac River Basin each spring—an 
event that usually draws tourists from 
throughout the continent 

In the same spirit that prompted 
Tokyo's gift to the U. S. 40 years ago 

when the cherry blossoms first were 
planted in Washington—the city of 
Washington has just sent 55 cuttings 
to Japan from the 11 trees still living 
of the original Tidal Basin planting 
Chey will be used to restore a famous 
Tokyo cherry grove which was deplet 
ed for wood and war purposes during 


World War II. 


THE U. S. Bureau of Census has 
released some interesting statistics on 
citrus trees, showing that extremely 
high volume production will mark 
future vears, if climatic or other con 
ditions do not interfere. Of the 
65,045,087 citrus trees recorded in the 
1950 census, some 10,558,911 were yet 
to come into bearing. 

The 1950 division of citrus trees by 
kinds was: Orange trees, 45,790,210 
of which 6,841,695 were not of bear 
ing age; grapefruit trees, 12,889,059, 
of which 2,914,690 were not of bear 
ing age; lemon trees, 6,010,557, of 
which 701,804 were not of bearing 
age; and lime trees, 355,261, of which 
100,712 were not of bearing age 
Thus, there is more than one orange 
tree for each family in the U.S 

Zetween 1945 and 1950, orange 
trees in Florida increased by about 
three and a half million, while Cali- 
fornia's increase was about 200,000
